pen nade f This is a result for which the Ex- | 
ecative may fairly claim credit, and which can- 





pot but syrprise those who have had so much to 
ay respecting the prodigality of the Government. 
The estimates for 1864 were of course prepared 
by a previous admivistration ; and although we 
cannot pretend to say that, onder that - adminis- 
tration, the whole vote would have been exbaus- 
ted, yet this much we can say, it was the prac- 
tice to excced the estimates. Thus we fad, that 
the Budget brought down on the opening of the 
Legislative Council, on the 2ist February, 1864, 
exhibited an expenditure in excess of the esti- 
mates of £27,755, equal to $134,611.75. . With- 
out pretending to touch the abstract question as 
to whether the Civil Service is or'is not out of 
proportion to the population ghd circamstances 
of the colony, we are bound to admit that the cir- 
camstance of the Government having expended 
$171,524.80 less than was placed at the disposal 
of the Executive. unmistakably savors of ecin- 
ony and retrenchment.

The Result of a Liberal Postal Systen. 


We had labored ‘Jong to convince the Govern- 
ment that to the rate of postage 
vould be to increase the revenue derived from 
that source. This, however, the Executive wind 
appeared unable to comprehend, and the idea 
was tenaciously adhered to that the bigger the 
price charged for a letter the more money mast 
be brought into the Treasury. Acting apon this 
antiquated doctrine, the then Governor establish- 
ed'a sliding scale of ¢olovial postage, ranging 
from five pence up to four shillings, the latter be- 
ing the charge imposed upon letters sent from 
New Westminster to Antler, at that period the 
headquarters of Cariboo. ‘The financial result of 
this liberal (?) postal teriff was something less 
than £500 as the gross proceeds of postage ! 
During the first session of the legislature, which 
was convened iv the beginning of last year, ® 
postal system, of which the honorable member 
for this district is the reputed father, was passed, 
fixing a vniform postal rate for the colony of six- 
pence. This rate was, of course, opposed by 
the foggy element, but was passed, and - became 
law. In the estimated revenue for 1864 the item 
of £500 appears under thehead of postage, that 
being the sum anticipated by the then Executive 
as the total revenue from that source. By re 
ference to a financial statement recently publish- 
ed in the Gazetée it will be seen that the revenue 
derived from postage ‘that year amounted to 
£1,144 9 19, or considerably more than double 
of what was obtained when three to eight times 
as much postage was charged! This result, 
‘wall and unimportant in itself, affords a very 
practical illustration of the correctness of the 
theory we so long advocated in vain.

Tue Weatuer ano tie Crops.—The rainy 
weather which bas prevailed for a week back it 
is feared will seriously interfere with harvesting 
operations in the lower country. There is much 
grain eut-and unhoused, which must be damag- 
ed should the present. weather continue much 
longer. The country east of the Cascade Range, 
the principal grain growing country, is, happi- 
y, less subject to rains at this season of the year. 
Indeed so protracted a wet spell isa very unusual 
ocoutrence down here. “From every, settlement 
We hear of excellen& crops of all kinds, both ce- 
teal and vegetable, and sincerely trast they may 
be harvested without serious damage. In the 
Lillooet district we hear of heavy loss from sow- 
ing fall wheat by mistake for spring wheat, a 
mistake which farmers would do well carefully 
to eschew, as there are kinds of spring wheat on 
this coast which the most experienced eye would 
scarcely Mstingzuish fiom winter wheat. 
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LL previous notices issued by the Harbour Master 
4 of British Columbia, having reference to the Sand

The Beacons. carried away since last fall have been 
re-constructed, excepting the South Sand Head No. 1, 
and the following alterations and additions made.

The Beacons are formed with clusters of piles} each

No. 2.| Beacon, Nortu Sanp Heap—Placed in 1 foot 
at low water, } a cable from the buoy in a N. W. direc- 
tion, showing from a Southerly bearing a black dia- 
mond elevated: on a pole 16 feet above the top of the 
piles. . 

A} of a cable distant from No. 2 Beacon, farther on 
the Sand; isa loaded crib in an incomplete state at 
present; at high water spring tides it is awash, but at 
low water it looms like the hull of a small yessel. A 
pole 20 feet long with a black board at the top point- 
ing to the Channel is secured to it, A permanent Sea 
Mark will be built upon it in the course of a few months, 
of which due notice sball be given. 

No. 3, Beacon, Norra Sann—In 6 feet at low water, 
shows Black and white horizontal stripes both on the 
pole and beacon, and is situated about half-way be- 
tween chequered and black buoys. ;

No. 5. Beacon, Norra Saxp—On the spit 1} cable 
from red top buoy (placed in 5 feet at low water). This 
beacon is remarkable from its leaning position and is 
readily distinguished by the red cask ona white pole 
above the piles, the tops of which are also white. 

'No..6. Beacon, NortH Sanp—l cable distant from 
white buoy in a Westerly direction, is placed in 7 feet 
at low water. On tite top of the pole is a white trian- 
gle, the apex of which is on the lower part of the pole. 
'Fhis: beacon forms o conspicuous object amd must be 
appreciated, as it will guide Vessels in the Channel 
when entering and leaving the River. The beacon is 
all white. , 

No. 7. Beacox, Sovru Saxp—TIs a black beacon 
placed in 6 feet at low water, baving a St. Andrew's 
cross elevated on a pole 16 feet above the piles, 

No. 8. Beacoy, Sourn Saxo—A cable’s length from 
No.7, in 1 foot at low water. This Beacon is white, 
having @ St; Andrew's cross on a pole as above de- 
scribed in No. 7. As these Beacons, No. 7 and 8, are 
intended ag marke for erossing the Bar, they are here- 


after alluded to as the x Beacons.. This Beacon (No. 8) 


is not to be regarded. in ‘any way except to lead Vessels 
over the Bar in the deepest,water. For Vessels of 
large draught the x Beacons will be found invaluable, 
as by taking | care to “ port” sufficiently soon, after 
passing the, black top buoy, so as to cross when ina 
line, they will lead over the Bar, carrying from 19 to 
22 fect at high water Spring Tides. in) all other parts 
ofthe Channel much deeper water will be found.

No,-10. Beacos—Is a land mark placed on Garry 
Point to indicate the Mouth of the River, which shows 
from every direction a farge White Ball. The braces, 
6 feet of the pole, and the tops of the piles are black. 
The. lower part of the Beacon is white-wasbed. 

All--buoys on the North Sand, after entering the 
Channel with Vessels of large draught, shoald be pass- 
ed.close on the ““port’’ hand. Caution.is hereby given 
that the Beacotis constructed on the Sand Heads are 
not intended as marks for the Navigable waters of the 
Channel, but to indicate theslocality of the ‘several 
buoys. 

The old white buoy has been removed and a red spar 
buoy placed on the. spit of the middle Sand inside Gar- 
ry Poipt, in 12 feet at low water, which must be past 
by Vessels Entering the River on the starboard hand, 

” By following the above directions Mariners will find 
the Channel well and clearly defined, and with ordinary 
care a perfect stranger may navigate his Vessel with 
safety into Fraser River.

| prior to the advent of Governor Seymour the ery 


of the colonists, and especially of the “ uninfluen- 
tial clique’ in New Westminster, was for repre- 
sentative institutions, some even going the length 
of demanding ‘‘ Responsible Government.” The 
Colonial Office gave neither the one nor the other ; 
bat, instead, sent out o hybrid thing which was 
suid to have worked well on the spicy island of 
Ceylon. The people, naturally enough, felt in- 
dignant that such a form of government, how- 


ever well adapted to the Cingslese and Veddahs | 


of ‘the pear of Hindostan,” should have been 
deemed good enough for them. For although 
that ‘‘ Taprobane” of ancient history ranked high 
in population and influence among the -Asiatic 
nations, antecedent to the Christian era, it does 
not appear to oceupy a high niche in more mod- 
ern times. It was, therefore, a grave question 
as to whether the new constitution(!) should. be 
rejected altogether. The more moderate and 
cautious counselled that the new system should 
be received under protest, and submitted to a 
fair trial. This counsel prevailed, and the se- 
quel has now. become matter of history. The 
system remains unchanged—is now, as it was at 
first, illiberal, and, to borrow from the address, 
“uncongenial and ill-suited to the genios and 
wants of British colonists.” 
nor Seymour, it has so disappointed the fears of 
the colonists that they have slmost become re- 
conciled. We hear no more about Responsible 
Government; and no more than a-casual but 
faint squeak from the organ of the people is ever 
heard in favor of representative institations. I 


had come to fear that the people were in danger | 


of lapsing into that state of political coma so fatal 
to the health of the body politic. Theappearance 
of the address was, therefore, opportune, while 
the reply of His Excellency is reassuring and re- 
freshing. 
to the Pilot, who has safely navigated so frail 
and imperfect a bark, with so raw and stupid a 
crew, through unknown waters, full of shoals and 
breakers and hidden dangers, never yet laid down 
upon the chart, a becoming protest is entered 
against the continuance of the system in an un- 
ameliorated form, and it is modestly asked that 


the popular will should be more fully tecognized | 


in the Council Chamber. The request is a tem- 
perate and reasonable one, and the reply is char- 
acterised by a frank liberality rarely to be met 
with in gubernatorial utterances :— 

“J should, with perfect confidence in the result, 
be willing to see a larger popular element in the 
Legislative Council. Satisfied of the purity of 
motives by which the Government is actuated, I 
should likewise not object to the introduction, 
did Her Majesty’s instructions allow of it, of one 
or two unofficial members into the Executive 
Coancil.” 

It is very usual in asking for a whole loaf only 
to expect a half ; but here the people, in asking 
for half a loaf, are encouraged to expect a whole 
one. ‘This response on the part of the Governor 
is calenlated to beget a new train of thought, and 
give 4ise to the inquiry whether, after all, the 
present form of government, in an improved and 
liberalized form, would not be better adapted to 
the country in its present condition than would 
Responsible Government, with all its complex 
paraphernalia, It appears to me that the more 
simple and cheap the machinery the better. The 
fact is we are over-governed now—“ governed off 
the face of the earth’? A small people, fit for, 
self-government, need very little governing. A 
sort of simple Municipal system, by which the 
people could fix the rate of taxation and decide 
the best mode of raising and expending it, would 
suit a colony of a few thousand white settlers far 
better than any claborate and expensive abstruse 
theory of administrative machinery cooked up by 
people who possess a very limited knowledge 
either of the colony or its inhabitants. The fact 
is we would be better in the hands of such 
man as Governor Seymonr, assisted by half-a-de- 
zen practical common-sense colonists, possessing 
the confidence of the people, than with “ Lords 
and Commons,” surrounded with all the checks 
and guarantees of the British Constitution. Few 
in number and desirous of being allowed to 
“mind our own business,” without having to 
stumble over Government officials at every turn, 
and having our pursuits hindered and strangled 
by official red-tape, what we want is less govern- 
ment, fewer officials to pay and fewer to bother 
us. The pioneer colonists have difficulties enough 
to contend against, without haviog to elbow their 
way through a gaping crowd of obstructive offi- 
cialdom. There is now a dead weight upon the 
colony it can ill Lear, pressing like a huge night- 
mare upon its youtbfal energies—sucking like a 
vampire its life-blood. If Governor Seymour will, 
on his retarn, prune down the official tree to rea- 
sonable dimensions, simplify thé present system. 
and~call around him a few intelligent advisers, 
who know-something more about the wants of a 
new country than could be picked up in the streets 
or club-houses of London, I feel satisfied that the 
affairs of this colony would be better administer- 
ed, and at half the present cost. Just imagine 
such men as the last importation from the steps 
of the Colonial Office composing a council of ad- 
vice, and directing the affairs of the country ! 
The fag end of humanity, evidently made with 
the last remnant of clay, conld he ever have been 
intended to direct the affairs of any civilized ¢om- 
munity? Are colonists, at “least as intelligent 
and self-reliant as the average of their species, 


to submit to be ‘governed to death” by such | 


imbecile nincompoops?
